A reduction in the hours of work 
in industries throughout the prov- 
ince, and also recommended for 
all provinces, as “an answer to 
some of our unemployment prob- 
lems,” is one item in a brief to be 
submitted Tuesday morning to the 
agricultural committee of the Al- 
berta Legislature by seven mem- 
bers of the executive of the Alberta

7,000 workers in industry, and that 
the outline as presented “‘forestalls 
any argument that industry cannot

The brief states that labor is 
jasked to give its word that as much 
jean be produced in 40 hours as 
was formerly produced in 48, but 
labor maintains that it is not prac- 
tical to give any such pledge, due 
jto the present control of produs- 
| tion.

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They Shouldn’t Be Forgotten 


The Minister of Finance is getting some 
advice as to where he should cut taxation, 
and refrain from imposing taxation, when 
he brings down the budget. Thus, represen- 
tatives of co-operative associations are to 
present their views as to the unwisdom of 
taxing their surplus earnings, while an offi- 
cial of a mortgage company repeats the 
argument that the tax penalty on enterprise 
must be removed “if production and employ- 
ment are to be encouraged”, 

Not much, relatively, seems to be heard 
about the “little’ men, the wage-earners, 
salary-earners, small business men, who are 
having a hard and increasingly hard time 
supporting their families on what the income 
taxes leave them. These, with all respeet, are 
no less essential to proguction and employ- 
ment than wealthy men and great business 
concerns, And for them the going is getting 
harder and harder as the days pass, 

No special exemption has been asked for 
these classes, though they make up a heavy 
per centage of the population of the Domin- 
ion. What has been suggested is that all 
married persons have exemption up to $2,000 
per year, and all single persons up to $1,000 
per year. This would of course apply equally 
to people of all classes. But for the small 
taxpayer the relief would be not only wel- 
come and just; it is needed, actually and 
literally, 

Unless this relief is provided, two things 
are going to happen, necessarily, These low- 
er income families will have to accept a 
lower standard of living—they are living 
poorer now than they did when the war was 
at the peak. And their buying will have to 
be restricted more and more rigidly to the 
absolute necessities of life. Somebody ought 
to be telling Mr. Isley about this. 


On Trial 


The Security Council of the United Na- 
tions is to meet on Friday, at Atlantic City, 
New Jersey. The first meeting, at London, 
was held primarily to organize the body it- 
self, The coming session is for business, and 
the members will be more free to devote time 
and attention to the purposes for which the 
Council was created. 

They will not want for subjects urgently 
demanding inquiry and action. Most of these 
arise from differences of views and interests 
among the three powers which bore the 
brunt of the war against the Axis, which 
were mainly instrumental in creating the 
peace organization, and whose united sup- 
port is vital to its success. 

This cleavage among its chief sponsors 
is a potential threat to the organization, and 
presents the Security Council with an early 
test of its untried resources of tact and 
influence, Failure to bring Russia and the 
western democracies into harmony based on 
a mutual understanding would sadly weaken 
the authority and prestige of both the Coun- 
cil and the parent body, Should the discus- 


sion result ofily in accentuating the split, | 


this could easily mark the beginning of the 
end of the whole elaborate peace-control 
machinery, 

Thus far the effectiveness of this 
machinery has been taken on trust. It has 
neither been proven nor tried. We are now 
about to see whether it will really work. If 
the Council can restore the solidarity of the 
Big Three it will restore also the weakened 
confidence of mankind in its own sufficiency 
as a preserver of peace. Should it be unable 
to do this, a terrific responsibility will rest 


upon whichever power or powers may block | 


the road to world accord, trust and security. 


How Much Wheat? 


When officials of the federal and provin- 
cial departments of agriculture met in 
Ottawa some weeks ago they did not enact 
any law as to how much wheat or other 
grain the farmers of Canada should sow 
this spring, nor as to how many hogs, cattle 
or chickens they should feed, 

They only recommended a_ production 
program which in their judgment seemed 
to be in line with the assured demand for 
products next fall. That was all the offi- 


cials could do, They were not law-makers, | 


but advisers only. 

Whether the farmer takes this advice is 
his own business. If farmers in general dis- 
regard it, and produce more of any com- 
modity than the program suggested, they 
will be entirely within their rights in doing 
so. And—it may also be that the farmers, 
and not the officials, would turn out to be 
correct, No person will know about that 
until next fall’comes, 

There seems to be a disposition to blame 
the officials for not calling for a heavily 
increased wheat acreage, in particular, That 
is not fair, nor would a bigger acreage have 
been sown just because the officials called 
for it. The farmer has, and has a right to 
have, his own opinion as to how much wheat 
or other crops he should sow. And no amount 
of official advice or urging could seed more 
Jand than the labor supply and the farm 
equipment make possible, 

The program drawn up by the depart- 
mental men recommended about the same 
Wheat acreage as was sown last year. A 
point to remember is that last year's acreage 
only produced about half the export wheat

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THE TREATMENT OF AUTO- 
INTOXICATION 
Auto-intoxication may usually 


be quickly banished by adopt- 
ing a treatment designed to in- 
crease elimination, and may be 
permanently overcome by substi- 
tuting good habits of living for 
those which are not good, 

Some form of the fasting treat- 
ment is necessary when the patient 
wishes to experience a _ rapid 
change for the better. In average 
cases, a five day fast on fruit juice 
will be productive of excellent 
results, If headache starts on the 
first day, this is an indication that 
the fast is needed, and should be 
continued until the headache dis- 
appears, which will generally be 
sometime during the second or 
third day. 

The skin is to be bathed twice 
daily with warm water, and the 
bath must be followed by a brisk 
rubbing of the skin with a coarse 
towel, When sunbaths or airbaths 
may be taken, these are excellent. 

At least one enema, and prefer- 
ably two, should be taken daily, 
using plain warm water. The drink- 
ing of plenty of pure water is to 
be especially recommended, as this 
increased water supply will pro- 
vide the kidneys with the necessary 
fluid to flush out the wastes ordin- 
arily gotten rid of by these organs. 

Plenty of sleep is necessary, and 
the patient should secure at least 
ten hours of sound, restful sleep 
each night, allowing nothing to in- 
terfere with 
considerable improvement is noted, 
Nervous tension should be side- 
stepped by avoiding all demands 
arising out of non-essential activi- 
ties. 

Vigorous exercise, accompanied 
by a deep-breathing, will also be 
of value. The patient may use play 
exercises as found in various 
games, but these should be supple- 
mented by regular physical culture 
exercises. The typical patient with 
auto-intoxication has felt so tired 
for a long time that his very fatigue 
has kept him from exercising in 
any effective way, and consequent- 
ly the muscles are weak and flabby, 

Allowances must be made for 
this is in the beginning and at the 
start, exercises must be carried out 
which are well within the limits of 
the patient's strength, Later on, 
with the inproved well-being which 
results, more vigorous exercises 
may be taken, The need for regu- 
larity must be impressed upon the 
patient, and he should be told that 
20 minutes’ exercise, taken every 
day, is of greater value than two 
hours on Sunday with none the 
rest of the week. 

The diet need not be very strict 
but should be well-balanced and 
simple enough to be easily handled 
by the digestive organs. 

If you have been tired, listless 
and mentally depressed, try these 
suggestions I have given you, Get 
started observing good habits of 
living. Once you get these habits 
established and get them to work- 
ing for you, they will soon demon- 
strate their power to banish auto- 
intoxication,

Yanks in Reich Ordered to Stop 


Criticizing Russians to Germans 


WUERZBURG, Germany, 
March 12.—(AP)—American 
troops in Wuerzburg were 
warned by their commanding 
officer today to refrain from 
criticizing the Soviet Union 
to the German people. 

LT.-COL. FRANK EBY of Ven- 
{ce, Calif., issued this order to his 
command, the 203rd Anti-Aircraft 
Battalion: 


It has been brought to my at-| 


tention that the morale of the civ- 
ilian population of Wuerzburg has 
been raised as a result of a speech 
in the United States by a Britisn 
politician, relative to our ally, the} 
Russian people. 

I have heard certain military 
personnel express agreement with 
these policies in the presence of | 
German frauleins, } 

This practice must stop immedi- 
ately. 

THE SOVIET government is an! 
ally of the USA and you are indi-| 
vidually and collectively represen- 
tatives of our government. I will) 
not tolerate any disparaging | 
marks against our allies to the Ger- | 
man people, This does not violate 
your right of free speech among 
yourselves, 

I do not hate the German| 
people. My policy to dancing and| 
social gatherings should indicate 
that fact to you. But I can’t forget! 
that the sun will always set upon} 
the grave of some American sol- 
dier, From Pearl Harbor and} 
Bataan to the Elbe, your buddies 
are lying dead because of the Nazi| 
party and the evil machinations of} 
Hitler and his gang. Don't let your | 
Fraulein’s opinion influence you.| 
She has been raised in an atmos-| 
phere of hatred and intolerance of| 
all nations on earth except the 
master race we have just whipped. 

MILLIONS OF RUSSIAN sol-| 
diers and civilians died to save our} 
skins. Just remember that. If 
propaganda causes you to hate the 
Russians, stop and think—they died | 
for you, too. If you want to fight} 
again, encouraging these frauleins 
to think we hate Russia is a good 
way to get things going. |
